■p ECAUSE of inquiries frequently made re- 
A-^garding the various mediums identified with 
exhibitions of this character, the following gen¬ 
era! definitions are given: 

Water Colors: Painted with pigments mixed 
with water. May be divided into two kinds—(1) 
Pure wash in which the colors are transparent, 
the clear paper supplying the highlights; (2) 
Gouache, in which Chinese white is added, rend¬ 
ering the colors opaque. 

Pastel: A drawing made with colored crayons. 
Effects varied by using different colored paper 
or paper of varying texture. 



Pastel-Water Color: A pastel treated with 
water by flowing or immersing, causing the pig¬ 
ment to run together to produce an effect not un¬ 
like a water color. 

Monoprint: The subject is first painted in 
oils on a plate and the print taken from the plate 
by pressure. 

Lithograph: A print taken by pressure from 
a drawing made with a grease pencil on a smooth 
surface of stone or zinc. 

Woodcut or Wood Engraving :—The subject is 
cut into the face of a wooden block and the un¬ 
cut portion inked, the resulting impression being 
termed a surface print. 

Linoleum Print: Made in the same manner as 
a wood cut. 

Pure Etching: A metal plate, usually copper 
or zinc, is coated with an acid resisting substance, 
usually asphaltum. The drawing is scratched 
through this coating (but not into the underlying 
metal i with an etching needle. The scratches are 
then etched (bitten) into the plate by allowing an 
acid or like agent to attack whereever the needle 
has exposed the metal. 

Dry Point: The drawing is scratched on the 
metal with a needle or diamond point. The plate 
is not coated and no acid is introduced. The tool 
used in drawing turns up a bur of displaced metal 
comparable to the earth turned up by a plough. 
These burs, in conjunction with the grooves 
made in forming them retain ink in a manner 
which yields a print notable for softness and rich¬ 
ness of blacks. 

Pure etching and dry point are often combined 
on the same plate. An etching, or dry point, or 
a plate combining the two, is printed by inking 
the finished plate, wiping the surface—ink being 
retained in line, groove and bur—and then sub¬ 
jecting the plate in contact with the print paper 
to heavy pressure. 

Aquatint: A type of etching in which the 
plate is covered in part with finely separated 


particles of rosin made to adhere by heating. 
When the plate is immersed in acid a fine granu¬ 
lar surface results. This in combination with 
lines, yields a tonal effect very different from 
that produced solely by lines ariy. 

Engraving: Usually made on a steel or copper 
plate somewhat in the same manner as a dry 
point except that the process is much slower and 
the tool used leaves no bur. 

Silver Point: A drawing made on a specially 
prepared paper with a silver pointed pencil. The 
process permits of no erasures or changes.
